Vienna, Nov. 29.—The membem of 


the Austrian ministry tendered their 
resignations to Duiperor Franca Jo 
•eph. who Accepted them and intrusted 
Baron Gautsch, who holds the portfolio 
of ipublic instruction of the retiring 
ministry, wlta the task of forming a 
new cabinet. 


Emperor Francis Joseph addressed 


an autograph letter to Count Badeni 
decreeing the adjournment of the 
reicnsrath until further orders. 


During the assembling of the reiths- 


ralh dense masses of the people, for the 
most part workmen, thronged the ring- 
•trasse from the university to the outer 
gate of Hofburg. 


A charge by the mounted police with 


drawn swords falling to disperse them, 
a body of Hussars cleared the streets 
at the saber's point, many persons be- 
ing wounded. The Ambulance society 
Immediately sent two vans to attend 
the injured. 


At least 10,000 people gathered, about 


the same time, in front of the Tows 
ball and the provincial criminal court 
to demonstrate in favor of Heir Wolff,

The Boird of Health met In regular 


sessioa at the office of tbe city clerk 
with mayor Baiter presiding and 
Messrs. Flek, H&aeasielfi, Stolzsn- 
baon, Harley and Lloderman present. 
Tbe chief toplo of dlsoasslon vat the 
condition of tbe city relative ta the 
prevalence of diphtheria. Health 
offiier Dr. Laodick reported that 
there were four infected houses under 
quarantine and that on that day, 
two booses bad been released from 
quarantine. 
He complained that 


some physicians were too negligent 
about reporting eases and related one 
instance wherein a case was reported 
and before he could get the house 
placarded the child victim was dead. 
The health officer still favors the use 
of antl-texlne and claims that he has 
•ever known a case to be lost when 
the remedy was used at the proper 
time. 


Mayor Baxter thought the best 


plan for all physicians to adopt would 
be to report all suspicious cases and 
not await positive developments and 
thus take chances of the disease 
spreading. He did not consider the 
present condition at all alarming and 
was not In f avor of such strict quaran- 
tine measures as were adopted be- 
fore 


Dr. Landlck made his report for 


the month of October, .of whtoh the 
following Is a part:

houses under quarantine for diph- 
theria during the month, 12; cases 
reported, IS; deaths, 4; three cues of 
scarlet fever; births, 15; deaths, 30. 


The board considered that extra 


compensation was due the health 
officer for bis constant set vice during 
the recent epidemic of diphtheria 
and upon motion he was allowed the 
sum of 1200 and the bill will be recom- 
mended to the city council for pay- 
ment, together with all the regular 
bills which were audited.

The degree of maturity of seed when
